New Yo rk Cen tral Giv es In stru ctio n In 
Trav elin g Sch o o th o u se. 


To instruct the 150.(XX) employees on 
its lines how to protect their lives, 
limbs and even thumbs, the New York 
Central has opened at the Grand Cen­ 
tral terminal In New York city the 
first 
traveling 
safety 
« cboolhouse. 
Each employee will be required to take 
a course under Head Teacher M. A. 
Dow. general safety agent and his as­ 
sistants. who originated the plan. 
Two cars will make up the student 
train, which will be taken over each of 
the divisions, and lessons will be given 
at every station. Stereoptlcon lectures 
on safety will be given in one coach. 
The other contains pictures of the 
right and wrpng ways of performing 
scores of operations in connection with 
railrqad work. 
Mvi Dow found from Investigations 
that 200 men on the road mashed their 
fingers last year. 
To prevent this, in­ 
struction is offered in the proper way 
to drive a spike. 
Lessons aimed to do 
away with fatal accidents also will be 
given. 
The 
safety 
exhibit 
car 
contains 
models of the machines used In the 
shops of the company, showing the 
precautions In the way of guards on 
the machines that are used to prevent 
injury to the workmen. 
To start a 
campaign to lower the number of per­ 
sons killed trespassing on railroad 
property, one section of the car’s pic­ 
ture gallery contains views ehotving 
how people risk their lives in this way. 
Ten thousand were killed and Injured 
trespassing last year in the United 
States. 


ROB MERCURY OF TERROR 


St. Lo u is Do cto rs Said to Hav e O v er­ 
co me th e Po i« o n . 
Drs. Frank L. Moore and G. O 
Wilhite of St. Louis have made a dis­ 
covery that promises to rob ‘ bichk» 
ride of mercury of its terror and may 
pave the way for curing 100,000 men 
who each year in the United States 
are poisoned by lead 
The physicians have found, it is stilt­ 
ed, that the action of bichloride of 
mercury can be arrested after its quick 
assimilation by the body and that the 
poison probabiy can be dissembled and 
then eliminated in a different form. 
An attempt was madd to force out 
the mercury from a oat in the bo roe 
way that electroplating is done. 
The 
first experiment with the electric bath 
proved a disappointment 
The copper 
was mot “ electroplated” with mercury, 
but the discovery which physicians 
had searched1 for in vain was made. 
The mercury released its hold upon the 
kidneys within five or six hours. From 
eight to ten volts were umed. 
Other 
cats were treated similarly and the 
results were the same. 
It was found 
that a second shock proved fatal.

He had n o thin g to do but wait fo r 
the hearin g o n a writ o f habeas co rp us 
befo re Judge Glo ben sky in the sup eri­ 
or co urt an d to bide his time un til the 
arrival o f his bro ther-in -law, Geo rge 
Lauder Carn egie, fro m New Yo rk. So . 
he sent w'o rd do wn , “ I might as well J 
talk to Sheriff Ho rn heck as n o t.” 
Sheriff Frederick A. Ho rn heck o f 
j 
Duchess co un ty , New Yo rk, an d E. A. | 
Co n ger, district atto rn ey fo r the same 
j 
co un ty , walked in to the ro o m to gether. 
Durin g the succeedin g co n versatio n j 
Thaw said that he had lo st the “dear-1 
est thin g in the wo rld to him,” when 
his wife ren ewed her stage career. He 
said he didn ’t bear an y malice again st 
her o r an y o n e else in the wo rld. 
But 
he is n o t go in g back to her, he said. 
The p riso n er has eaten scarcely a 
thin g sin ce he was lo cked in the Sher­ 
bro o ke jail. 
His ro o m, a large an d 
barren o n e, was littered with dirty ta­ 
ble chin a heap ed with co ld fo o d. 
He 
has sp en t the day walkin g hack an d 
forth. 
That the man is sufferin g, n o 
o n e would den y . 
“He’s as crazy as a 
March hare,” say Ho rn heck an d Co n ­ 
ger. 
“ There is nothing I hav e done that 
is in v iolation of the law,” Thaw* said.

They can 
take him just in side the state lin e o f 
New Yo rk if they wan t to p lease the 
New Yo rk o fficers, o r they can dro p 
him o ver the bo rder in New' Hamp ­ 
shire. 
The co mp lain t o n which Thaw' is be­ 
ing held is what the atto rn ey s fo r 
Thaw are go in g to base the first p art 
of their fight o n . 
They say that this 
document is in valid because o f its 
many errors, and that Thaw can n o t be 
legally held on It 
There are three 
flaws in the complaint, they say : 
First, Thaw' has committed no of­ 
ten« » against the laws of Canada.

The Mexican president declared that

More sugar was brought into conti- 


nental United States in tlie fiscal spar 
just ended than in any otber year'1 In 
the history of the country, according to 
the latest figures of'the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce, depart- 
ment of commerce, just given out at 
Washington. 
The quantity of sugar 


entering from foreign countries and 
our own islands in the year ended June 
SO, 1913, was C,500,000;000 pounds and 
exceeded by 500,000,000 ppuuds the fig- 
ures of the former high record year, 
1912, when the imports from foreijjn 
countries and the islands were in 
round terms 0,000,000,000 pounds. 


Of the C.r>00,000,000 pounds brought 


in during 1913, 4,333,000,000 came from 
Cuba, 1,000,000,000 from Hawaii, 750,- 
000,000 from Porto Rico, nearly 250,- 
000.000 from the Philippines and the 
remainder chiefly from South Americ-a. 
Java, which has in some years .sent as 
much as 1.000.000,000 pounds of sugar, 
sent but 13,000,000 rwutfds In 1913, 
while the quantity from Europe, chief- 
ly beet sugar, was 182,000,000 pounds, 
against but C.500.000 in 1912, but be- 
ing materially less than in certain 
earlier years, the total quantity of beet 
sugar imported in 1901 having been 
OOS,GS3,07S pounds and" in 1SW 1,805,- 
B67,495 pounds. 


Falling Off In Value. 


In value, however, the year's receipts 


of sugar fell nearly 30,"000,doO below 
those of last year, despite the fart that 
the quantity received was 500,000,000 
pounds greater. 
The total value of 


sugar imported from foreign countries 
during the fiscal year 1913 was $104',- 
C39.823 and of that coming from Ha- 
waii $30,007,820, from Porto Rico S30.- 
619,158 and from the Philippines S4,- 
093,199, the latter, however, being in- 
cluded in the figures of imports from 
foreign countries. The average value 
per pound of the sugar imported from 
foreign countries in the fiscal year 1913 
was 2.2 cents against 2.81 cents in 
1912,' 2.4C cents in 1011 and 2.6 cents in 
1910. 


These figures, which ghow that the 


sugar imported in 1913 exceeded that 
of any other year, suggest that the 
eugar consumption of the United States 
In 1913 will be larger than ever before 
andjwill for the first time erased 8,000,- 
000,000 pounds. The qnontfty brought 
from foreign countries is. ahbot 4,750,- 
000,000 pounds aad from Hiwaii and 
Porto Ribo nearly 2,'000#00<OCpt while 
the domestic production DOTC ^tpp 
mates 2,000,000,000 poxrods. the figures 
for 1912 being of beet sugar sboct 
1,200,000,000 pounds and of cane-s 
724,000,000" pounds.

INWAN TRIBES GROWING. 


Mi»ed Blood Apparently Re«pon*ibl« 


For lnor«ase In Numbers, 


Indian, statistics, fast made public by 


the census bSreau, sbow that tbe red 
men ore' not ddcieasJug in number, but 
the baifbreedB are responsible for tbe 
growth IB the Indian population. They 
have larger and more vigo^o,us families 
than tbe ppre bloods, and the statisti- 
c-inns conclncie that tbe pare bloods are 
destined, to disappear. 


Tho total Indian population of the 


United State* in 1910 was given as 
265,683 and of Alaska as 25.331. More 
than onp-belf are fall Woods, 35 per 
cent are of .mixed blood, and for 8" per 
cent information was not obtainable. 
There, is little intermingling of Indian 
and' negro blood, more' than nine-tenths 
of tie half -caste being of white parent- 
age. Only 2.263 were of mixed negro 
blood, and only 1,793 had all three 
strains. 


Oklahoma ha* the largest Iixll:iii pop- 


ulation of any state and also th<5 lar- 
gest percentage of mfxed bloods^ There 
are many "sqnaw men" in the state 
who have married Indian women to be 
enrolled a< sharers in the tribal es- 
tate*. V^h, NOTT Mexico, Arlsona and 
Colorado show more than 85 per cent 
of.' full bloods, and' Iowa and Misaia- 
Eippi have a large percentage of pure 
bloods in the Fox and Choctaw trittes. 
In tbe wb*le conntry there ape 280 In- 
fli-i.n tribes, speaking ' flfty-str lan- 
goagea 


Such is the conclusion reached after 
a remarkable statistical investigation' 
based upon measurements of prison- 
ers in Parkhurst prison. England, 
which began in 1901, now set forth 
by Dr. Goring, the medical officer of 
the prison, in a monograph which is o£, 
extraordinary scientific and* human in- 
terest. 


Dn Goriug's measurements shatter 


the theory propounded by Louibro'so 
that there is a definite criminal type 
arid that it is even possible to know 
the various kinds of criminals by 
their faces. The nose of the thief is 
not, 
as Lombroso taugh*1. "short and 


large.;" l!ie eye of tho homicide "not 
glassy, 0->ld and fixed." 
Crime does 


not revual itself in a man's outward 
visage. 


The general characteristics of the 


English convict are those of a defec- 
tive. 
He is defective in physical 


strength, weight, stature and mental 
capacity. 
It is found that in height 


and bodily weight he is very marked- 
ly inferior to the general average of 
the population. This"is the only solid 
fact 'ascertained which might suggest 
the existence of a'"criminal type- 


Highbrows and Lowbrows. 


One venerable superstition laid to 


rest by Dr. Goring is that a low fore- 
head connotes criminality and a high 
forehead intelligence. 


The different classes of criminals, he 


shows, do not differ markedly among 
themselves or vary much, except in 
height and weight, from the standard 
of population, while hospital inmates 
who are quite free from crime, but of 
weak physique, in many characteris- 
tics signally reseinbfe tbe malefactor. 
Thieves aud burglars, it is true, are 
unusually puny, while fraudulent of- 
fenders are commonly as tall aud 
heavy as the average man, but this is 
because the fraudulent offender is 
drawn from a higher class of the pop- 
utotton than the thief. 


The remarkable Inferiority of tbe 


criminal in height and weight is ex 
Ijlained very simply. Stature and phy- 
sique are endowments which enable a 
man readily to obtain an honest occu- 
pation. "We miffh? easily produce sta- 
tistics," says Dr. Goring, "to sttow 
that, all other thjngs being equal, the 
poor man's physique serves frequently 
as the casting vote determining wheth- 
er he can easily find employment or be 
unemployable." It is for this reason 
apparently^ and- no other that crime la 
to some extent Ireteditary. low statnre 
being transmitted by parents to their 
progeny. 


Causes of Criminality, 


The criminal's health appears to 


have no effect upon his proclivity ts 
crime, nor is it "true that drink Is the 
cause of crime, exrept in the case of 
violent offenses against the perspn. So- 
cial inequality, often paraded as tba 
true cause, appears to have even1- leas 
to do with making a criminal, bat n 
low stanu~ard of intelligence, often 
amounting to mental deficiency. hn» 
been found In the vast majority of 
criminals. 


Dr. Goring concludes: 
"The "(jhtef 


source of the high degree of relation- 
ship between weaknrindedness 
anfl 


crime is probably beside the fact. The 
thins which we cail criminalityVsnd 
which leads to the perpetration at 
many if not_raost anti-social offemies 
today is not inherent wickedness, but 
natural stupidity." 


The volume is epoch making in that 


it is "the first attempt to arrire at 
results in criminoldgy by the statistical 
treatment of facts, which in a 
form are without scientific valued 


practiced by some of tlie older £auii-< 
liea for a score or more of years.

An important innovation has jus 


been inaugurated by the treasury de- 
partment at .Washingtou to enlarge it 
control of the national banks of the 
country. 


The immediate effect of the Chang 


will be that institutions which borro' 
or loan money for speculative pur 
poses will be denied any portion of th 
§50,000.000 of government funds to be 
deposited in the national banks to as- 
sist in moving the crops; and the en 
tire amount will go to institutions tha 
earnestly strive to meet the currencj 
demands of the agricultural sections. 


This policy of the treasury depart 


meut was first announced when Actin, 
Comptroller of the Currency Kane, 1 
connection with a call for the condi 
tion of national banks at the close o 
business one day early this month ask 
ed every national bank in the country 
to report detailed information of a] 
money loaned or borrowed. Upon th< 
basis of such data, expected to be avail 
able in time for themistribution of th' 
$50.000,000. the treasury departmen 
will aim to differentiate between th 
banks which borrow or loan in conuec 
tion with speculative operations or ar 
chronic borrowers and those which en 
deavor to relieve financial strain wher 
ever it exists. 


To Provide For Future Loans. 


Information of this character, It was 


announced, will now regularly be ob- 
tained by the comptroller of the cur 
rency in order that the treasury de- 
partmeut may know what sections o 
the country are in need of additiona 
circulation at various periods of tin 
year. 
This innovation is to be thi 


forerunner of other material changes 
In the character of information the 
banks will be required in future to fur 
nish/the government 


Acting Comptroller Kane's statemen 


reads in part:" 


All banks have been requested to sen( 


In on special forma furnished' for tha 
purpose detailed statements of all monej 
loaned to other banks as well as all mon 
ey borrowed from other banks In the form 
of rediscounts, bills payable or in an: 
other manner. The new form will enable 
the comptroller more easily to determine 
what sections of the country are in need 
of additional circulation at stated period, 
of the year, what banks accommodate 
their correspondents in such sections and 
in addition, should also enable the comp 
troller more easily to ascertain wha 
banks borrow In order tro meet legitimate 
discounts and varying conditions anc 
what banks should be listed as chronic 
borrowers—that Is. those w»k;h borrow ti 
reloan In normal times.

ROB MERCURY OF TERROR. 


St. Louis Doctors Said to Have Over- 


come the Poison. 


Drs. Frank L. Moore and C. O 


Wilhite of St. Louis have made n dis- 
covery that promises to rob ''bichlo- 
ride of mercury of its terror and may 
pave the way for curing 100,000 men 
who each year in the Unfted Suites 
are poisoned by lea'd. 


The physicians have found, it is stat- 


ed, that the action of bichloride of 
mercury can be arrested after its quick 
assimilation by the body and that the 
poison probably can be dissembled and 
then eliminated in a different form. 


An attempt was made" to force out 


the mercury from a cat In the same 
way that electroplating Is done. The 
Irst experiment with the electric bath 
proved a disappointment Tbe copper 
was »ot "electroplated" with mercury, 
jut the discovery which physicians 
lad searched1 for in vain -was made. 
Che mercury released Its hold •upon the 
kidneys wit bin .five or six hours. From 
eight to ten volts were naiad. Other 
cats were treated similarly and the 
results were the same.^ It was found 
that a second shock proved fatal.

New Governor of Philippines 
Named by President Wilson. 


NEW GOVERNOR OF 


THE PHILIPPINES 


Francis Burton Harrison Is 


Named B; President, 


Washington, Aug. 21. — President 


Wilson has nominated Representative 
Francis Burton Harrison 
of New 


York for governor general of 
the 


Philippines. The resident Philippine 
commissioners here, hopeful of inde- 
pendence, are greatly pleased at his ap- 
pointment. No Indication of his policy 
was forthcoming from Mr. Harrison, 
who announced he would make a state- 
ment after the senate had confirmed 
him. At the White House it simply 
was said Mr. Harrison would carry out 
Democratic platform pledges. 
The 


Baltimore convention declared for ulti- 
mate Philippine independence. 


The new governor general is a Dem- 


ocrat, a native of New York city, a 
lawyer by profession, and has been a 
representative in five congresses, his 
first service being in the Fifty-ninth. 
He enlisted as a private in the Spanish 
war in the volunteers and was a can- 
didate for lieutenant governor of New 
York in the campaign of 1904. He was 
educated at Yale university and the 
New York law school. Mr. Harrison 
was a member of the party which ac- 
companied William Howard Taft, as 
secretary of war, on his trip to "the 
Philippines.
